Canadian Government to Send Armed

Torces to the Porcupine District— 
State Department at Washington

Soldiers Toward the Same Point. 


"Washington, July 11—[Special]— 


'State department officially 
denies the 


story to the effect that the state de- 
•partment has informed the British gov- 
ernment that it will send mounted police 
to the Porcupine region in the Klondike 
and that administration will meet the 
situation by sending troops there. 


Washington, July 11.—An intimation 


lias .been received by the state depart- 
ment that the Canadian government 
•will send a force of mounted police to 
•the Porcupine region in British Co- 
lumbia. If this is done the United 
•'States government will respond 
by 


sending troops to Pyramid Harbor to 
•protect the interests of American citi- 
.z ens. 


The situation is extremely grave, 


«.nd will call for delicate work on the 
•part of both governments to preserve 
the peace, especially as miners usually 
•.settle their differences in a summary 
•manner 'and do not wait for the slow 
process of the law when their'expenses 
.are high. 


The Porcupine region is part of the 


•territory now in dispute, which -would 
te neutral ground it a modus Vivendi 
-were agreed upon. This is the point 
-where a clash came near being precip- 
.Itated some time ago between Ameri- 
can and Canadian, miners. At that 
•time this government ordered troops to 
Tyramid Harbor to preserve the peace. 
This, action came to the notice of the 
IBritish embassy here, and it was 
brought to the attention of the Salis- 
bury government, which entered a pro- 
test, and requested. that the orders be 
•canceled. This was done, and the Cana- 
dian government agreed to withdraw 
its mounted police. 


Both governments have lived up to 


•their.agreements, and'since that time 
neither American troops nor-Canadian 
amounted policemen' have been in the 
Torcupine region. 


The hopeful view expressed by the 


Uritish colonial office 
is also 
enter- 


tained here, and notwithstanding the 
critical condition o£ the diplomatic ne- 
gotiations it is still believed an amica- 
ble agreement can be reached. Thare 
-will be no hesitation on the part of the 
•officials, however, to send troops to 
Tyramid Harbor if the Canadians 
.•should send a force of policementnear 
-the American- line.

A regular meeting of the common 


council was held last evening. Mayor 
Richardson presided and all the alder- 
men were present. 


The minutes of ^he last regular < and 


adjourned meeting were read and ap- 
proved. 


The report of the city treasurer for 


June was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 


The report of the municipal court for 


June was reported as correct by the 
judiciary committee and was received 
aod placed on file. 


The annual report of the hoard of di- 


rectors of the free public library was 
rear) and on motion was received and 
placed on file. .Following is the report 
in full: 


The board of directors of the Janes- 


villo public library report to the mayor 
and common council of the city of 
Janesville that during the rear ending 
June 30, 1899, there was added to the 
library by purchase 253 volumes and by 
gift one volume of books used for refer- 
ence and for general circulation, togeth- 
er with thirty-five volumes of govern- 
ment reports; and that there are now 
owned by the library 16,987 bound 
volumes. Upon, these books and the 
library furniture and fittings we carry 
an insurance of $10,000. During the 
past year there were drawn out of tho 
library for general reading 41,966 vol- 
umes, tho largest number being drawn 
out in any one day being 341 and the 
smallest number being 25, The daily 
average attendance at the reading and 
reference tables has been fully up to 
tb.o average of the preceeding year. 


We have also to report that changes 


have been made in the. system of cards 
to be used by the patrons o£ the library 
that will enable the' public to more 
readily procure books, and that such 
changes will be made in the card cata- 
logue as will still further simplify the 
process of procuring reading matter by 
those availing 
themselves 
of 
the 


privilegefc of tho library. 


In 1896 the board of directors, to cor- 


rect abuses of the library, felt warranted 
in establishing it rule that books should 
not be taken from the library by chil- 
dren under twelve years of age. 
We 


are gratified to report that in the past 
year we have felt warranted in returning 
to the old system, and that we have 
taken off the restriction we then placed 
upon young children. 


By reason of the reduction of the ap- 


propriation for the library made in July, 
1898. the board of directors have been 
greatly embarrassed in keeping 
the 


library up to its past standard. 
The 


sum then taken from the amount that 
hfcd been appropriated in preceoding 
years is not a large sum of money, but 
by lessening the means of the library in 
that amount'it has not been possible 
for us to purchase books as we should 
do, or to keep up the binding necessary 
to 
be 
done. 
We have now 663 


volumes 
that 
it 
is 
nec- 


essary 
to 
rebind, 
and 
have 


this accumulation only because of the 
lack of means with which to have the 
binding done. We have also.been un- 
able to keep up the binding of the mag- 
azines and are falling behind in this 
particular. The books that go often to 
the bindery are those for which there is 
the greatest demand and the public are 
DOW deprived of a large number of vol- 
umes of the class drawn most frequently 
by students and readers. 
The cumber 


of books to be re-bound will be in- 
creased largely by the end of the sum- 
mer.

economy in the management of the pub- 
lic library. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that the library has now 
reached such a size that, its fixed ex- 
penses cannot, with regard to the work 
done by employes, be reduced below the 
sums paid out in the past year. It is 
necessary du the coming year that the 
accumulation of books be re-bound and 
the magazines should be cleaned up and 
the volumes restored to the shelves, and 
that a greater number of new books 
should be procured for use by the pub- 
lic than we hav-e been able to purchase 
during the year just ended. We be- 
lieve that the library as an educational 
factor is second in this city only to our 
excellent system of schools and that 
everything within proper bounds should 
be done to encourage its growth. To 
return to tbe appropriation of 1897 
would not add aa appreciable sum to 
the tax of any person in the city, and 
we would therefore most earnestly ask 
of your honorable body to restore the 
appropriation to the amount annually 
devoted to this department of the city 
government during the several years 
prior to July, 1898.

Londond dispatches announce that 


the report of the parliamentary commit- 
tee on Indian currency, just issued in 
the form of a blue book, approves the 
decision of the government not to revert 
to a silver standard. It argues ttat it 
would be : impossible to maintain the 
status quo permanently and, therefore, 
recommends that measures be taken to 
.introduce a gold standard, with the 
British sovereign as legal tender, and 
advises that tho Indian mints be allow- 
ed to coin gold without restrictions on 
the same terms as the Australian mints. 


Finally, by a majority of votes, the 


committee recommends fixing the rupee 
rate at 16 pence. 
The report says in 


conclusion: "The effective 
establish-

Says That He and His Attorney John 


Cunningham Will Bitterly Fight 
the Case —Defendant Has No Money 
To Pay Attorney Fees—Prison Rec- 
ord Will Be Against Him. 


At 10 o'clock this morning .in the 


municipal court, District Attorney Jaik- 
son filed an informaiioc in behalf of the 
state of Wisconsin charging John Ar- 
quette with willfully and feloniously 
burning the Dillon £ Dixon training 
stable at the fair grounds on the night 
of April 8, with intent to commit arson 
and to defraud the Phoenix Insurance 
company, o£ Brooklyn, and the Niagara 
Fire Insurance company, of New York. 


Arquette waived the reading of the 


information and pleaded not guilty. 


The defendant then 
informed the 


court that he was without the means to 
hire an attorney. He also said that he 
did not see how he was to hire an attor 
ney to defend himself. Judge FiSeld 
then appointed John Cunningham as 
counsel, as Attorney Cunningham was 
well acquainted with the case, having 
acted in it during the examination of 
Dillon, Dixon and Arquette. 


The sum of §2,000 was then placed 


as Arquette's bail and in default he was 
remanded to jail until 10 o'clock the 
morning of July 24, when the drawing 
of a jury will take place.

the state were notified by the court to 
be on hand at 10 o'clock the morning of 
July 25, when the case will be tried. 


In the information filed this morning, 


the state makes special reference to two 
different state prison terras that Ar- 
quette has served in the Badger state. 
In December, 1877, it is said, he was 
sentenced by the circuit court of Wiune- 
bago county, Wisconsin, to four years, 
on September 7, 1883, from Ozaukee 
county he was sentenced for a term of 
three years.

Getting Up the Mainsail on tho 


Columbia. 


For the eleventh time s the British 


yachtsmen ore going to try to win bade 
the silver challenge cup which the old 
clipper schooner America captured 48 
years ago. 
Sir Thomas 
Llptou, au 


Irishman who lives in London and does 
business in Chicago, has had built for 
him by the most famous yacht design- 
er in England a challenger wliicli lie 
has named the Shamrock. 


"Without doubt, Sir Thomas hopes to 


win the cup this time; otherwise he 
would not spend something like $250,- 
000 in making the attempt. 


Tho English are great sports, and the 


/nterest taken in Sir Thomas and his 
yacht is just as great aud wide-spread 
ns the interest which we Americans 
feel In the Columbia, which has been 
built by a syndicate of wealthy Amer- 
icans to defend tho cup. C. Oliver Ise- 
lin, who has been at 
the head of 


former cup.defender syndicates, is at 
the head of this one. Associated with I 
him are .7. Pierpont Morgan and 
SGV- i 


eral other men who think nothing of j 
spending $100,000 apiece for the sake : 
of a summer's sport. 
j 


Altogether the series of cup races to 
i 


be sailed off Sandy Hook in September, 
•will be run at an expense of something 
like $1,000,000. The cup at stake, if 
sold for old silver, would bring barely 
?100. So yon see there is some little 
sentiment left, even iu this commercial 
age. 


The real stake, of course, is the 


yachting supremacy of the world. We 
have held it now for nearly half a cen- 
tury. There is not an American, even 
though ho doesn't know a spinnaker 
from a topping lift, but would be 
sorry to see the cup lost. 


Thus it happens that hundreds of 


thousands of citizens who ordinarily 
take no interest at all in yachting will 
watch this great marine sporting spec- 
tacle, either in person or through the 
medium of tho newspapers, with in- 
tense interest. 


For a landsman yachting is a most 


difficult subject to understand. 
The 


terms used by the yachting writers are 
of the most technical kind, and most 
of them are about as intelligible to the 
uninitiated as so much Sanskrit. 


About as much as any landlubber 


can hope to do is to get a clear idea 
of the size and shape of tho two racing 
machines which will soou meet in open 
contest for the yachting honors of two 
nations. 


Immense racing machines these are 


too. By tho deed of gift accompanying 
the cup the limit of length on the wa- 
ter line for contesting yachts is fixed 
at 00 feet. But there is practically no 
limit to the length to which a yacht 
may be extended above the line where 
she rests in the water. So the Colum- 
bia, although only 90 feet ou the wa- 
ter line, is 131 feet over all, her bow 
n'nd. stern both projecting far out of 
water. The Shamrock is just oue foot 
less in length. 


Just imagine one of these hulls on 


dry land. 
A city lot is 100 feet long 


and 25 feet wide. If you tried to put 
the Columbia bottom up ou such a lot, 
you would fill it completely and block 
the street as well. The top of her keel 
would reach as high as the roof of a 
three story building. 


Tho shape of the Columbia's hull is 


like nothing else which you have prob- 
ably seen in the way of a boat. 
It 


might be compared to the bowl of a 


' narrow spoon with a lump of lead 


hung from the bottom. 
Seen in the 


.water bow on, the Columbia looks as if 
she. were skimming over the waves in- 
stead of going through them, as the 
old style cutters did. 


The hull is a framework of-steel cov- 


ered with thin plates of Tobiu bronze. 


Even the spars are of hollow steel. 


The Columbia has been fitted with a 
piue mast, but this is to be replaced by 
a steel one. The mainmast is 113 feet 
long, and above that towers the top- 
mast, 02 feot high. The two masts, 
therefore, have a total length of 175 
foot. .The main boom, of hollow steel, 
is 100 feet S inches long. 


On these spars the Columbia will 


stretch out to catch the breeze an im- 
mense amount of canvas. 
The great 


mainsail of tho Columbia Is the big- 
gest that was ever raised on a racing 
yacht, or on any other craft, for that 
matter. 
It contains over 1,000 square 


feet more than tho big mainsail of the 
Defender. 


Sailrnaker Hathaway and five expert 


sallmakers worked on the Columbia's 
sails for two months. 
Hitherto the 


English yachts have shown some su- 
periority iu the matter of sails. This 
was evident in the tendency to stretch 
In places which the American sails 
showed. 
It is believed that the Eug- 


ishmen will no longer have the advan- 
tage in this respect. 


The Columbia's sails are of cotton 


duck and cost $1 a square yard. As 
;he total sail area of tho yacht is 19,- 
)45 square feet, it will at once be seen 
low great an item of expense this Is. i 
This sail area is divided as follows: 


Mainsail, 7,475 square feet; jib, 1,850 


square feet; "topsail, 1,400-square feet; 
ib topsail, 1,020 square feet, and the 
spinnaker 7,000 square feet. The spin- 
naker is of silk. The other sails are 
woven from Sim islaud cotton. 


How great was the labor of those 


who rigged 
tho Columbia may be 


iudged from the fact that there is a 
mile and a half of running rigging on 
ier, partly rope and partly steel. 
The sail area of the Shamrock is be- 


.ieved to be about the same as that of 
the Columbia for, while her mainsail 
may be a shade smaller, her head sails 
ire larger. The great mainsail of the 
Shamrock, when recently completed 
by the Rat.seys, the famous English 
sailmakers, was spread out on a big 
lawn aud rolle-fl up. 
Fifty men were 


needed to carry tho monster sail down 
to the wharf. It weighed almost a ton. 


The force of the wind blowing against 


such great barriers of canvas is some- 
thing astonishing to contemplate. Re- 
duced to mechanical terms we find 
that the pressure Is 1,500 horsepower. 
Au ordinary yacht of tho same size 
would capsize in a gentle'breeze with 
such big sails. 


But the Columbia is kept upright by 


a lead keel weighing 00 tons. Before she 
turns over the wind must lift up that 
00 ton chunk of lead from a depth of 
something like 25 feet below the sur- 
face of the water. 
But racing yachts 


such as these do not capsize. The spars 
or tho rigging break first. The Sham- 
rock has a similar Ininp of lead ou her 
bottom. 


These are some general facts about 


the greatest racing yachts ever built. 
The boats are very much alike. Be- 
tween you and I none but an expe/t 
can tell the difference between them. 
To the landsman they look as much 
alike as two peas except for the differ- 
ence iu color. 


It is a great satisfaction to ns that 


the copying has been done by our Brit- 
ish cousins and that our own designers 
.have done the originating. We very 
much doubt that Mr. Fife can imitate 
Herreshoff better than Herreshott can 
imitate bimself. 
On this assumption 


most Americans await the result of the 
cup races with calm serenity.

To President McKinley was sent this 


message:'

received with hearty enthusiasm your 
•kind message and pray for God's rich- 
est blessing upon you, your adminis- 
. traticm, and the 
great 
republic of 


•which you are the chief magistrate." 


The telegram directed to Lord Mill- 


to, governor-general of Canada, read as 
follows: 


• "The Christian Endeavorers of Cana- 
da and America, in international con- 
vention assembled, representing 2,500,- 
000 of young people, are drawing clos- 
er the bonds of international 
fellow- 


ship and pray for God's-best blessing 
upon yourself and your great domin- 
ion." 


In reply to'this came the following 


message from Major Drummond, pri- 
. vate secretary to Lord Minto: 


"H:s excellency the' governor-gen- 


eral desires me to express his warm- 
est, and most sincere .'thanks for your 
very kind and cordial message of good 
will to himself and the Dominion of 
Canada." 


The cablegram o£ congratulations to 


Queen Victoria contained the follow- 
ing:

manent tribunal of arbitration." 


DrD. J. Wilbur Chapman preached 


the concluding sermon in Tent En- 
deavor from the subject of the story of 
the healing ot the. man with a with- 
ered hand. The closing address in 
Tent Williston was made by Bishop 
John H. Vincent of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. 


The last "quiet hour" early morning 


service was largely attended. Missions
